The total' number of cases treated by
the office medica) force during the year
was 1,381, of which 621 received surgical,
and 760 medical treatment, Ten persons
other than employes were also treated,
three being visitors taken ill while in
the office; and seven employes of con-
tractors delivering supplies. Twenty cases
of empioyes being quarantined were re-
ported, 12 for scarlet fever, 9§ for diph-
theria, and 1 for smallpox. Six cases re-
sulted fatally in the office or very soon
after being taken home, and there was
one suicide,

Thirty-four employes recelved benefits
under the government liability law during
the year, the highest amount paid one per-
son being $172 and the total aggregating
$1,967.93. Or these 34 cases, only 9 were
skilled mechanics, the others being help-
ers and laborers,
